About 10 years ago a’ British 
naval vessel started for the Indian 
ocean to examine a part of its sea 
floor. Its main work was a long dis- 
tance from Christmas Island, but Bir 
John Murray, the great Scottish 
Oceanographer, in mapping out the 
project, happened to think of an 
area around Christmas Island where 
no investigations had been made. 
He suggested ‘that the vessel diverge 
from its curse to make soundings 
and collect Samples from the ocean 
Ded In the neighborhood ef Christ- 
mak Tsland. 

The work was thoroughly done, 
aod in due time a list of soundings 
and specimens of the mud and bits 
of rock dredged from the bottom 
were delivered at St. John's labora- 
‘tory near Fdinburgh. In the collec- 
ton was a fragment of rock which he 
could not identify on casual luspeo- 
tion, and it excited his curiosity. He 
mu de an analysis of the f ent 
and found that it was phosphate. 

The results fulfilled the most gan- 
guine expectations of the man of 
science. There was no longer any 
doubt of the existence of a thick bed 
of phoaphate on the {sland. But to 
ascertain all-the conditions and the 
prospects of mining with profit, Bir 
Youn made u journey to It. He found 
that the mineral offered a promising 
commércial possibility; that thore 
Was a good anchorage on one side of 
the Island, and that by building a 
wharf with a second story, on which 
trucks could be run out, vessels 
might de loaded easily and cheaply. 

A company was organised with 
the necessary capital. Parliament 
made a concession, giving the com- 
pany the right to work the phos- 
phate for a series of years, and de- 
velopment was begun. It has been a 
most profitable venture, and the best 
of it ts that it has placed Sir John 
Mnrray, who, like most scientific 
mer, had no superfiulty of this 
world’s goods, in very comfortable 
circumstances for the reat of his Ute.

Another family treasure ot great 
value which has since passed into the 
keeping of the nation is the Portland 
vase, sow exhibited in the British 
Mureum. This vase comes from 
Italy. and what ite age is ne man 
knows, though it has been proved 
that In 235 A.D. it was deposited ia 
„ sepulehre ander the Monte del 
Grano, ‘tlires miles from Rome, and 
is believed to have contained the 
ashes of the Emperor Severus. But, 
whether or no, Pope Urban VIII. had 
it dug up; and for more than two 
centuries it reposed In the Barberini 
Palace at Rome, In 1786 the Duke 
of Portinnd purchased it from Sir 
William Hamilton for 1,039 guineas, 
and deposited it in the British Mu- 
seum fifteen yenrs later. The vase is 
Only ten inches high. In 1845 a man 
named Lloyd, employed at the mu- 
seoum, picked up a stone and hurled 
it, in a fit of frenzy, at the case 
which contained the precious relic. 
The vase was stoashed into hundreds 
of pleces, but with great lugenulty 
they were all put together again, and 
as it now stands is sald to, be worth 
at the very least £15,000,—Weat- 
minster Gazetto. >

The people of the United States 
are paying at leagt $600,000,000 a’ 
year to the bad roads fund. In other 
words, the excessive cost, the loss of 


practically two-thirds of, that sum 
might be saved by universal good 
roads. In this country it costs an 
average of twenty-five cents per ton 
per mile to carry our products to 
market by wagon, while in France 
the coat does not exceed eight or ten 
cents per mile, 

The greatest fault in the present 
road system is that the money «= 
pended is spent very largely upon 
temporary work, or in makeshift 
construction. This is necessarily so, 
because all of the roads must bs 
kept open and passable, oven it they 
are not good. I believe that this con- 
dition exists in most of the states of 
the Unten, and as jong as it exists, 
three-fourths of the money expended 
on roads will be lost. Temporary re 
pairs made in the summer are fre- 
quently washed out in the winter, 
and the work has to be done over 
again in the spring.

If properly taken care of, the 
young alligators will thrive even: in 
unnatural circumstances. His main 
requirement is sufficient heat, and 
if the box or cage be kept at too low 
n temperature the little reptile be- 
comes languid and almost torpid, ye- 
fuses to eat for long periods, and 
frequently dies at the end of some 
weeks. If, however, the tempera- 
ture of the alr be warmed by the 
addition of a little hot water, he soon 
revives and attests his continued 
interest in life by renewed activity 
auf the reappearance of his appetite, 
Uniike the older members of his 
family, the young alligator in cap- 
tivity is quite lively; sometimes of 
an investigating turn of mind, and 
usually combative, his antics are or- 
ten diverting, If he can escape from 
his cage he will travel considerable 
distances, and unless overcome by 


cold with wander indefinitely, sub- 


sisting as best he can. 

Many persons who have attempt 
to keep young alligators have made 
the mistake of trying to feed them 
on a vegetable diet, for the alligator 
is frat and last a carnivore. The diet 
of the young, who should be fed 
nearly every day, is simple, and con- 
sists of bits of fresh meat, insects 
and worms. They often show great 
fondness for the ordinary earth- 
worms, and will frequently refuse 
all food but these, The larger 
mens lu captivity are fed about three 
times a week on fresh meat or small 
live animals and they require little 
attention other than that. 

The older ones, particularity the 
males, will, if possible, eat the small 
alligators with avidity, and to check 
these cannibalistic tendencies the 
reptiles must be properly segregated. 

Alligators seldom breed in cap- 
tivity, and while the females some 
times lay eggs, the latter are usually 
unkertile. 
have been found in a natural condi- 
tion in the curious cone-shaped mud 
nests are easily hatched by the ap- 
plication of heat, and while the 
yoang are at first feeble and ‘help- 
leas, they usually survive if care- 
fully handled. Alligators live to be 
of great age, and there are a num- 
ber of authentic records where in- 
dividuals have been known to exist 
vor nearly a century.

To Come Under Federal Regulation, 

The United States has decided that 
the South Carolina States dispensaries 
must come under the regular national 
Equor law and pay the federal tax as 
do private liquor sellers; The State 
of South Carolina stated that the dis 
pensary system was part of the State 
police system, but the higher courts 
held that it was a commerc‘a) enter- 
prise and refused to exempt ſt from 
the general law. The declarations of 
the court summed up are as follows: 

First, that K is not the taxpayers 
of South Carolina who pay the federal 
internal revenue tax on the liquor in- 
dustry, but the voluntary purchasers 
ef the liquor put out by the State dis- 
pensary; second, that, while the court 
does not question the power of the 
State to carry on the liquor business, 
or doubt that the proceeds of the 
business lessen the burdens of the tax- 
payers, nevertheless the business of 
the diapensaries ia intrinscally bus 
hess and not government, and, as bue- 
mess is subject to the same tax borne 
by other parties engaged in the same 
dustness; third, that if a State can 
evade en ‘nternal revenue tax on a 
traffic in spirituous Nquors, it can by 
the same process evade the duties on 
imported wines, or go into manufac 
turing and evade the distillers’ tax, 
and thus not only undersell all com 
petitors in dealing with its citizens, 
but enable its own citizens to carry 
the same ruinous competition into 
other States.”

this to any affairs, much less to the 
odmplex and sensitive business world. 
But in justification of its use, he said, 
it must mean something, and that can- 
not be charity, because the law of 
charity is to give without the hope of 
return, whereas this law basa definite 
promise of retarn for every gift. Ite 
meaning, therefore, was declared to 
be the law. of exchange, and the re- 
turn promised not tne divine reward 
of oharity, but the idea of reciprocity 
enn the great source of human peace 
and good fellowship.’ 

All will admit that here is at least 
one very engt ahd complete desorip- 
tion of human desire. What we all 
are trying to get and what we all 
think we are entitled to is good 
measure, preased down and shaken to- 
gether and ronning over. The world 
of trade is secthing with dicsatisfao- 
tion. He who has only labor to give 
complains that the capitalist does not 
give good measure and the capitalist 
complains in like manner of the syn- 
dicate, while even the syndicate com- 
plains of examining committees and 
ulsettling political discussions. We 
have simply taken all reality out of 
the New Testament or transferred its 
realization to another life. It is time 
we attempted to interpret modern life 
in the light of the New Testament. 
Le us be courageous enough to believe, 
and to maintain that God's Book is 
yet. unrepsaled and is still to be ap- 
plied to ‘all human conduct. 

Principles Of Competition. 

We have been doing business for 
thousands of years on the principle uf 
competition, and have built upon it a 
system of political economy as sacred 
to most men as a divine law and as 
inevitable as a law of nature, The did 
fashioned competition, which was said 
to be the life of trade, was the theory 
that the more rivalry there was in all 
sorta of business the better for the 
community, resulting in better service 
and lower prices. It was a pleasing 
theory which few men disputed and 
none believed or acted upon. The com- 
petition which guided the business 
man was the rule of the strongest and 
thesimple aim of a business man, 80 
far as he was a business man. was to 
compete so vigoroysly as to drive ont 
all other in his line It isastrennous 
doctrine in these days, and does no: 
shrink from asserting that none but 
foola or incompetents would hesitate 
to crash ont all rivals by any means 
not explicitly forbidden by law. 

Going into business in these days is 
really going to war. 

That this method has no sanotion 
in the Now Testament Christians have 
always known, and they have escaped 
the confossion that it directly con- 
demos this method only by reverting 
to figarative and partial interpreta- 
tion ot what it does say. They cannot 
conceive how business can be carried 
on if auch texts are followed literally. 

The opposition of anarchy, socialism 
And communism to competition was 
then referred to, and the purposes of 
these systeme explained and analyzed 
ina brief but masterly manner, and 
the conclusion was reavhed that there 
must be something wrong in a system 
which oan bring together such con- 
tradiotory doctrines in an attank 
against it. There must be somothing 
vital in an opposition which persists 
under so many names and times.“ 
We have to remember that thero has 
ever been a great speculative mind 
applying itself to the working out of 
an ideal state Which has not condemn- 
ed competition and favored one of these 
forms of opposition to it. 


Right For Might. 

Tho first step in the criticism of the 
doctrine of competition is to state 
it. We can act on it without shame, 
but we cannot come into the precinots 
ot God's Book and describe it without 
qualifying our acceptance of it by the 
plea of necessity or by the claim that 
we do not oarry it to ite rigid conolu- 
sions. Competition in business has no 
sapport bus in human selflshneas. 
Carlyle calla it the swill philosophy, 
bocanse men under its sway act upon 
the same principle that pigs follow in 
getting at the trongi—the quickest 
and strongest gets the most swill. 
Competition legitimises what oivili- 
sation Outlaws. Oivilzation has spent 
blood and treasure untold to substi- 
tate right for might, the fitting for the 
pleasing and ought for can, Oompoti- 
tion reverses all this and enacte as ita 
Golden Rule, Whatsoover thy hand 


findeth to get, get it with thy might.“

that another shall not take away. my 
property, or my character, or my life 
because he ie atronter, or shrewdor, 


or more alert than I, calling those 0

New Testament Method. 

Jeans’ method recognizes the right 
of private property. There would be 
nO propriety in commanding us to give 
what we do notown. Every man bas 
n peculiar and personal right to some 
thinge as against every other man. 
It is simply a slander to call the New 
Testament a communistic or socialis- 
tio book. 

Again, in this mothod of Jeans for 
promoting exchange among men no 
Violence is suggested. It is giving, 
not spoiliation. Socialism and com- 
muniem would legialate; Jesus per- 
gundes. He would teach us that the 
redemption ot the world from poverty 
ig to be brought about by the natural 
working of benevolent impnolses un- 
der the guidatios of the one snblime 
example. Man's independence, his 
rights. his employment of his own are 
all left intact. 

Jesus is not here proponing an in- 
discriminate distribution and a reck- 
leas squandering of property under 
the inspiration charity. This is 
not charity,. bat exohange, ‘‘Give 
and it shall be givon anto you,’’ Jes- 
us is not contravening legitimate bua- 
inesa methods, but offering un a bet- 
ter one than we are using. Oompoti- 
tion. has lived as long as it has be- 
cause the spirit ar Jesus in business 
men has ameliorated the rigora of it. 
Selfishness may exhaust ingenuity, but 
it will be vain to attempt to get any- 
thing or to keep it withont giving 
something in return, 

Bat this method, while admitting 
the right of private property denies 

6 right of absolute property. While 
not questioning personal rights as 
against other men, it does emphatic: 
ally question all rights as against God. 
It, therefore, requires men to consid-

stations where we have refrigera- 
tion we kill the chickens for mar- 
ket. In most cases we ship to our 
packing plant. 

The only difference between the 
chickens marketed in this country 
and those we ship to London is the 
method of packing. The English 
people insist that every chicken be 
“‘equatted,” that is, its legs must be 
directly beneath its body, as though 
the fowl, were squatting on the 
ground, The American housewife 
cares nothing about that. All she 
wants is quality and she pays little 
attention to the way the chicken’s 
legs are arranged. 

In this country most of these sci- 
entfically fed chickens are bought by 
the better-cilass hotels, clubs, and 
the wealthier people who can afford 
to pay a higher price for such stock. 
Milk-fed stock forms only a small 
percentage of the chickens annually 
eaten in the United States. Probably 
four-fifths of the supply still comes 
from the farm barnyard. 

Ducks are also raised on acientfic 
lines, They are kept within an iIn- 
closure, limited in space, but food 
troughs, amply filled, prevent them 
from roaming about in search of 
food and they fatten rapidly. 


Saving Waste Vegetables. 

On most farms there is enough in 
the wayof small and unsalable vege- 
tables that go to waste each fall to 
Carry a good size flock of poultry 
through the winter in the matter of 
that very essential part of their ra- 
tion, green food. Take the cabbages 
which are unsalable and the other 
smal! root crops; gather them all 
and store them away in pits out of 
doors, bringing them in to feed dur- 
ing the early days of winter at the 
time: when the poultry sadly miss the 
Breen food. It is not hard to save 
the cabbages for a long time into the 
winter. In preparing the vegetables 
for the table during the winter save 
the refuse portion for the fowl in- 
stead of sending it to the swine; 
true, hogs thrive on this sort of 
‘stuff, but it will pay a larger profit 
if ted to the poultry: , It doesn't 
make much difference what this is, 
carrot or potato peelings, cabbage 
leaves, apple sking, almost anything 
that is given will do a world of good 
to the poultry. It there ts any con- 
alderable quantity of unsalable pota- 
toes don’t save thom for seed or use 
them on the table, but divide them 
among the stock, giving all of them 
a portion. The Increased value of 
the ‘stock and its return to you in 
milk, weight or eggs will make the 
feeding profitable._—Ruyal Home. 


In Fuvor of the Incubator. 

A friend of ours haa this season 
had the best opportunity of bis life 
to compare ineubators and ‘altting 
hens to see which gave the better 
accounts of themselves, says’ Field 
and Farm. He'finds that the incu- 
bators and brooders have had a big 
lead over the hens. The latter broke 
12 per cont. of the oggs on which 
they were set while the incuba- 
tors broke none. Between 13 and 14 
per cent. of the chicks in the eggs 
were dead and less than 10 per ‘cent. 
in the incubators; Twelve per cent. 
of the chicks hatched by the hens 
were killed by them in the nest or 
directly after leaving it, leas than 1 
per cent. of the brooder died. Three

In fact, many of our 
fa: ‘ore, particularly ip the Bastern 
Btatos, consider it necessary to all 
successful crop production. Of all 
mineral substances ordinarily em- 
ployed as. hard stimulant, lime is 
the most important. Chemical analy- 
ses of the ashes of eereals, grasses 
and other useful plants, indicate that 
all crops require varying quantities 
of it. Lime may de applied to the 
land in the form of quick ume or 
calclum carbonate; ta the form of 
marl and chalk, both similar in 
chemical nature to limestone and 
like it too must be burned or calcined 
before fitted for a dressing to the 
land; and in the form of gypsum or 
calclum sulphate which, in the pow- 
dered form, Is called land plaster. 

Quicklime, the most common of all 
lime field applications, is quite solu- 
ble in water; hence, it can readily 
perform ite part by the help of mols- 
ture after it has been thoroughly 
worked into the soil.

Benedictine, which is said do date 
from 6656 A. D. But it was not till 
1500 that Dom Bernado Vincealll, a 
monk resident in the Abbey ot Fe- 
camp, who bad a profound knowl 
edge of the plants and herbs used in 
the preparation of medicinal cordials 
succeeded in making a cordial which 
preserves the name and fame of the 
order. It Is said that the monks, 
when weary from their stuilles, re- 
stored their strength by taking. the 
almple cordial. The new distillery at 
Fecamp is a palatial building, which 
is = memorial of past succeas and 
present progress. In the laborator 


there are gigantic tun-shaped vate, ’ 


containing 110,000 gallons of ‘thd 
Uquer,, and in underground Su 


is stored the produce of the distilla- |: 


ton of the plants. 

hartreuse Is named after the ori- 
ignal Carthusian tery founded 
in the eleveath century in a wild 

romantye val forming a portion of 
the French department of Isere. This 
nauer bas a large sale, both the 
green and yellow being popular. It 
ts distilled from various herbs which 
are supposed to possess peculiar 
stimmiating and aromatic properties. 
Ita repote “has been maintained by 
mom Abupite the enormous dificul- 
tles whith ‘they haye encountered 
from time to time. The order is aup- 
posed to have been considerably en- 
wichea by the revenue from this 
‘country. The monastery which con- 
tains ‘the distillery has long been a 
fampus resort for visitors. 

Perhaps the next in popularity ts 
‘Curncoa, which received its same 
from ‘one of the West Indies (Datch) 
‘where are grown the oranges from 
tthe dried peel of which the liquer is 
made. Most of the liquer la imported 
from Holland, the center of tts 
manufacture. The orange peel; after 
being carefully dried, is macerated 
‘with water, and afterward distilied 
with spirits and water. When taken 
from the still it is sweetened. with 
‘sugar,\and to make it a Mttle more 
palatble a little Jamalea ram ts add- 
‘ed. Those who have experimented 
say that a very good imitation can be 
made with the fresh peel ef ‘bitter 
Oranges and whisky. 

A highly, favored newer is mara- 
schino, made from bruised cherries,, 
both the wild and cuitivated varie- 
tes being used. Kirschwasser ‘is rap- 
idly becoming popular as u choice 
liquer. . It lu distlied from the 
bruised cherries, and the stoned kor- 
nels taken from the cherries are 
gathered when they wre dutte ripe 
and; having been stemmed, are then 
pounded In a wooden vessel, but 30 
carefully that the stones are not 
broken. In this condition they ‘are 
left to ferment. As soon as fermen- 
tation begins they ere s tirred two 
or three times a da. Later the 
stones are broken anfl the kernels 
thrown in with the fruft. Kumdl,.an4 
other sweetened spirit imported from 
Germany and Russia, gets ‘its name 
from the German word for ‘the herb 
cumin, with which it ‘ie flavored, 
though caraway seed are used for 
the same purpose. 

Anise seed cordial, which ‘ia often 
taken as a atomachic, ts mot a dis- 
tilled spirit but Is made by flavoring 
a weak spirit with anise seed, corian- 
der and sweet fennel seed. ‘Corlan- 
der has an agreeable aromatic smell 
and a sweetish aromatic ‘taste. Tt is 
the essential ingredient of ‘the cor- 
dial, which is sweetened with clari- 
fled syrup or refined sugar. Olove 
cordial is more useful in the ‘house- 
hold than as an ordigary Tiquer. Col- 
or is imparted by the addition of 
burnt sugar, Peppermint, or creme 
de menthe, is a popular Tiquer made 
of the ordinary sweetened gin, flav 
ored with the essential of] of peppar- 
mint, which is previously rubbed up 
with refined sugar. 


2 Moorish Pastime. 

“There are few pastimes known te 
the people of Morocco that are net 
connected with religion,”- writes a 
traveler. “Children play football of 
n Kind and leapfrog and practice 
wrestling and fencing, They alse 
pursue rabbits with curved sticks 
and throw these with extraordinary 
kin. Some few experts claim to be 
able te kill partridges with the same 
simple weapon. The great rame of 
the adutt Moor fs the lab-el barood, 
or poWder-play. This exercise is ta- 
ken on horseback, and to see a body 
ot Moorish horsemen come down at 
the charge with guns high above 
their heads to a given spot, where 
they fire their weapons and then pull 
their horses up on their haunches, is 
a sight that will never be forgotten 
sven by those who have seen cavalry 
maneuvers in Europe. Moors are 
very proud of their horsemanship, 
and with reason.” 


The Coat of an Error. 

There is a law in Holand which 
provides that when benzine is to be 
ment by railway the receptacle in 
which it is carried must be labeled 
with notice of the contents, If this 
rule is neglected the receiver must 
pay twelve times the value of the 
packet. A Berlin professor hap- 
pened to send his automobile by rail. 
A railway omployee discovered. that 
in the benzine reservoir was u large 
quantity of that fluid. As the pro- 
tossor had neglected to post any no- 
tice on his machine to the effect that 
it wan a packet containing benzine

Gere in America we know little an 
@ompared to the French. They have 
mo end of things that are elther 
burned un little brasiera or else so 
mais ‘to appear like wicks and pour 
forth their odor from fancy lamps, 
‘antiques or reproductions. 

In making the French mixtures it 
will 'be cheaper if two or three girls 
club ‘together to buy the materials. 
None its expensive ‘in itself, but a 
‘great variety is required, and it is 
easy to make a.large quantity as a 
small. Gum tragacanth and charcoal 
are ‘the bases of almost all the mm- 
tures. The gum holds the ingred- 
leuts together and the charcoal, of 
course, burns. Either willow or Un- 
den charcoal is best and it should be 
finely ‘powdered. 

Gum tragacanth should always be 
treated the same way. It comes in 
lumps, and only enough water to 
soften it is put with it. The gum 
stands in the water for twelve hours, 
sometinies leas, but it is soft enough 
to force through a sieve when in 
good condition. Also the same meth- 
‘od of mixing applies to all pantilles. 


The dry materials are reduced to a 


powder and mixed wi'h charcoal; 
then any olls are added. The best 
way of doing this is on a piece of 
marble, using the flat side of a knife 
blade. As a rule the pastifies are 
shaped like little cones, but this 4s 
optional with the maker. Seme- 
times, too, they are made into beads 
as when rose petals are used as per 
fume. For this two ounces are pow- 
dered. To them are added ten grains 
of carmine and one-half dram of 
tincture of orange flowers. Mix with 
kum enough to hold, and voll into 
balls. Just before they are quite dry 
they may be bored and strung. When 
quite hard they will take a pretty 
polish. These are not burned, but are 
used as n sachet. 

‘Perfumed ribbons are really wicks, 
‘and are better round than flat. That 
used for alcohol is the kind. The 
round ones may be burned in such 
little Iighters as are used for gur 
trays, or if one fs fortunate enongh 
to own a Roman or Greek lamp, it 
wil’ ‘be found just the thing. 

Dissolve three and oneé-quarter 
Arn ma of saltpeter n half a pint of 
warm ‘rose water. In this place the 
wick for un hour or more. Then dry 
it carefully. If shut away in a tin 
box a week before using it will be 
sweeter. To use it is run into the 
lamp, Tighted, and then blowa out. so 
that tt emokes. As it reaches the top 
of the holder it must be ralsed or it 
will ge out. 

A Geliclous odor to use In a ack 
room is merely a mixture of powders. 
A half ounce each of powdered 
frankincense, cascarilla, benzoln, 
cloves, cimmamon and thyme are 
‘used. They should be worked into 
a fine, well mixed powder and kept 
in a tightly closed glass jar. When 
using heat either a metal dish or a 
shovel and throw a little of the pow- 
der over. It will smoke, but not 
bura.

For uch emergencies as this, the 
life saver keepe himself in readiness, 
practicing with surf boat, breeches 
buoy‘ and the signal codes, beside 
patroling. in fair weather and foul, 
every foot of the New Jersey coast, 
on the lookout for seamen in distress. 
Only in the months ot Jane and July, 
does the governmant release him from 
duty, and this period. though a wel- 
come ‘vacation, has its drawbacks, for 
his pay ceases with June 1, and, until 
August, ia compelled to seak other 
livelihood, 

It is during the nights of December 
and January, when the thermometer 
is hovering about the sero point and 
lay blasts from the northeast laden 
with snow and sleet sweep slong the 
coast that the life savers existence 
ie most unenviabla, With his face 
turned seaward he must patrol his 
lonely beat, straining eye and ear for 
signals which tell of a ship in dis- 
tress. Those are the times when 
there is need for the greatest vigil, 
for it is during the blinding storms 
that. the treacherous shoals secure 
most of their victims, who lose their 
bearings while fighting the gales. 

The Brigantine Shoals are the most 
dangerous on the New Jersey coast. 
Next to them, the mariner dreads 
most the Barnegat Shoals, thirty 
miles to the northward. Extending 
in the form of a crescent about the 
Barnogat Inlet they present a ten mile 
stretch of sandy bars barely concealed 
by the oceans surface. 

At no place along the coast are the 
life savers trained to a greater degree 
of efficiency and daring than nearby. 
The stations at Barnegat Oity and 
Harvey Uedare have been concerned 
in some of the 'worst disasters that 
have placed In the men of their vo- 
catioh in the ranks of the world’s 
heroes. The burningef the Hamilton 
Fish, a big coal bare, six miles'sonth- 
east of the Barnegat Ojty Life Saving 
Station, last Tuesday, recalled to the 
men there a wreck of twelve years 
ago almost on.the same spot, as a re- 
sult of which four of the station’s 
crew lost their lives. Oaptain Oornel - 
ius Thompson, the present keeper of 
the station, was one of the sarvivors, 
The wrecked board was the Austrian 
barge Kraljaveka. She had a crew of 
fourteen men and struck on the Barne- 
gaat shoals one February nicht. The 
crew took tothe boats and managed 
to reaoh shore, ten miles below, des- 
pite u furious gale and a boiling sea, 
Not knowing of their escape Oaptain 
Joel Ridgway who was then keeper 
of the station, put off to the ship with 
six of his men. They snacoveded in 
reaching the craft, and finding nobody 
aboard started to retarn, When a mile 
and a half from shore their boat was 
overturned. Three were drowned 
outright, but Ridgway, Thompson 
and two others managed, with the aid 
of their cork jackets to reach shore, 
One of the survivors died soon after- 
ward from the effects of bis ex- 
perienov. 

This and soores of other thrilling 
experiences are conscious milestones 
in the career of Captain Thomson. 
A short distance below him is the 
Harvey Cedars Life Saving Station. 
with Oaptain Alex Falkiaburg and his

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HOME MADE PERFUME 


PASTILLES- AND STICKS GIVE 
DELICIOUS RESULT. 


Wicks Soaked In Pfeparation That 
Give Of When Burning 
in Lamp—Special Powder for Use 
In Sick Room. 

Here in America we know little as 
compared to the French. They have 
no end of things that are either 
burned in little brasiers or else so 
made to appear like wicks and pour 
forth their odor from fancy lamps, 
antiques or reproductions. 

In making the French mixtures it 
will be cheaper if two or three girls 
club together to buy the materials. 
None is expensive in itself, but a 
great variety is required, and it is 
easy to make a large quantity as a 
small, Gum tragatanth and charcoal 
are the bases of almost all the mix- 
tures. The gum holds the ingred- 
fonts, together and the charcoal, of 
course, burns, Either willow or lin- 
den charcoal is best and it should be 
finely powdered. 

Gum tragacanth should always be 
treated the same way. It comes in 
Iumps, and only enough water to 
soften it is put with t. The gum 
stands in the water for twelve hours, 
sometimes less, but it is soft enough 
to force through a sieve when in 
00d condition. Also the same meth- 
od of mixing applies to all pastilles 
The dry materials are reduced to a 
powder and mixed. with charcoal; 
then any oils are added. The best 
way of doing this is on a piece of 
marble, using thé flat side of a knife 
blade. As a, rule the pastilles are 
shaped like little cones, but this is 
optional with the maker. Some- 
times, too, they are made Into beads 
as when rose petals are used as per- 
fume, For this two ounces are pow- 


dered. To them are added ten grains |: 


ef carmine and one-half dram of 
tincture of orange flowers. Mix with 
kum enough to hold; and roll into 
balls, Just before they are quite dry 
they may be bored aad atrung. When 
quite hard they will take a pretty 
polish. These are not burned, but are 
used as a sachet. 

Porfumed ribbons are really wicks, 
and are better round than flat. That 
used for alcohol is the kind. The 
rouhd ones may be barnéd in such 
little lighters as are used for cigar 
trays, or if one is fortunate enough 
to own a Roman or Greek lamp. it 
wil) be found just the thing. 

Dissolve three and one-quarter 
drams of saltpeter n half a pint of 
warm rose water. In this. place the 
wick for an hour or more. Then dry 
it carefully. If shut away in a tin 
box a week before uaing it will be 
sweeter, To use it is run into the 
lamp, lighted, and then blown out so 
that it smokes, As it reaches the top 
of the holder it must be raised or it 
will go out. 

A delicious odor to use In a ack 
room is merely a mixture of powders. 
A half ounce each of powdered 
frankincense, cascarilia, benzoin, 
cloves, cinnamon and thyme are 
used. They should be worked into 
a fine, well mixed powder and kept 
in a tightly closed glass jar. When 
using heat either a metal dish or a 
shovel and throw a little of the pow- 


der over. It will smoke, but got 
burn.

Feeding Steer for Profit.

still young. The older the animal. 


the more.food.ls required to produce 
a given gain. Other stations have 
also Investigated this question and 
have arrived at the same result. 
Nine-tenths of all the cattle fed 
in the middle West are two-year- 
olds at the beginning of the feeding 
period. When these cattle are in 
thin condition at the beginning of 
the experiment, they are often fed 
with profit; but starting with calves 
in the same condition it is unques- 
tionably true that. the calves return 
more profit for each thousand dol- 
Jars invested than the older cattle. 


Sauerkraut Press. 

An Indfana man suggests an im- 
.ovement in sauerkraut presses 
wtich holds the sauerkraut’ in a sub- 
merged condition under the brine in 
which it should be kept In order to 
keep it from spoiling by the access 
of air, By the use of the kraut press 
shown here the kraut mass can be 
leveled up and the apparatus then 
‘used to press the kraut below the 
brine, This is obtained by means of 
a lever, and the pressure retained by 
locking the lever in any position.

The hunter rides as near 
as possible to his prey, creepa closer 
and then throws the ropes in such & 
way that they wind about the legs of 
the giraffe. He then rides up and se- 
cures him, He often spends days and 
even weeks in chasing one of these 
flying animals and is sometimes forced 
to abandon the hunt. 
— Every one is familiar with the meth- 
Ods of capturing the elephant, for 
there is something picturesque In both 
the keddah and the decoy methods, 
but the animal is bad tempered and 
even the skilled hunter must use the 
utmost caution after the capture is 
| effected. It la said that no gorilla has 
ever been captured alive after he was 
full grown. Certainly no sane man 
would attempt such a feat They fear 
nothing, which makes them terrible 
foes, and even when mortally wounded 
they show agility, strength and feroo- 
ity which are astonishing. 

On the other hand all other apes are 
pathetically easy to capture. The most 
popular method is for a trapper to 
seat himabit where he le sure to be 
observed by these creatures and pre- 
tend to drink from a botile of crude 
spirits. When he is sure that he has 
been observed he leaves the bottle and 
goes away. The moment his back is 
turned the monkeys swarm to appease 
their curiosity concerning the contents 
of the bottle. They like the taste of 
the spirits and quarrel among them- 
Selves for it till the bottle has been 
emptied... They-are soon overcome by 
the intoxicant and the trapper returns 
and gathérs them up, 

Lions and tigers are often caught as 
cubs, as this is less dangerous and less 
dificut than the capture ot the full 
grown animals. The trapping is al- 
‘ways done at night, a hole being dug 
in the ground some twenty feet in di- 
ameter and two or three feet deep. Ov- 
er this is stretchc i a strong net, hid- 
den by bushes and leaves, and having 
round its edge a strong elastic band. 
As soon as the animal: walks into the 
net and ainks into the hole the elastic 
band is liberated and the net closes 
round the animal. 

Though boa constrictors would seem 
difficult to capture because of their 
ferocity, it is, nevertheless, cor ra- 
tively easy. They are made vict'swa of 
their greed for food. A tempting bait 
in the form of a young deer or antel- 
ope (the natives of India have teen 
known to use their infan‘s for the 
purpose) is laid in a locality known to 
be infested with serpeats.

This 
is scraped in the form of thin bands 
from a revolving metal drum and do-

variably done dy hand wich hatchets, 
which very often bring the cost of 
the old bricks after this treatment 
up to that of the new bricks. This 
accounts for the reason why more of 
the old bricks are not used. To lessen 
this expense they have devised a 
Plan by which machinery will take 
‘the place of hand cleaning. The ma- 
chine is supported on n platform, the 
latter having an opening in the cen- 
ter to allow a brick-cleaning wheel 
to rotate on a shaft. This shaft 18 
mounted upon bearing blocks se- 
cured to the sides of the platform 
and is operated by a belt and pulley. 
The cleaning wheel is formed of two 
disks, placed together side by side 
and connected by screws. A large 
number of small openings are 
formed through tthe disks, the In- 
ner ends of the openings where the 
two disks meet being countersunk, 
Nails are inserted in the openings, 
the nail heads fitting into the coun- 
tersunk ends and the points project- 
ing throngh the opposite aides of the 
disks. Guides are attached to the 
platform iu line with the grinding 
wheel, the old brick can work upon 
either side of the wheel or two oper- 
ators may work, one upon each side.

In building operations the foun- 
dation is everything. The founda- 
tion of the government bullding In 
Philadelphia was allowed ‘to remain 
for a whole year after being laid that 
it might have time to settle or dis- 
close any defects, before & stone was 
laid for the superstructure. Many an 
‘Otherwise beautiful edifice has been 
marred and disfigured because the 
foundation was poorly laid in the be- 
ginning. Castles in the alr can be 
built of clouds, but walls to shelter 
human beings must be upheld with 
ponderous granite blocks. 

And what is true of buildings is 
true of those who inhabit them. The 
world is full of damaged, scarred 
and twisted men who built their 
lives upon the sand. There was no 
granite of principle and character in 
their foundations. The whole sub- 
structure of their being was of the 
earth, curthy, and when the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew down came their 
house. 

Such people have no capacity of 
resistance. for they were not taught 
and disciplined in the rugged vir- 
tues in early life. Society is some- 
times startled with the crashing into 
ruin of some hitherto respectable 
character, and is unable to account 
for it, But it careful investigation fs 
made it will be discovered that there 
wan something wrong with the un- 
derpinning: Far back in youth there 
“as some scamp work that went into 
the foundation, and when long years 
after the strain came on that point, 
it gave way and the whole structure 
collapsed in ruin.
